LIBRARY FURORE CASTS DOUBT 


ON AUTHENTICITY OF CLAIMS 
AS TO DAVIS' LAST CAPITAL 


The library question In 'Danville 


which' has become a subject of ani- 
mated conversation in many sections 
of the 
city since objections were 
voiced to Its erection on the Memorial 
Mansion grounds has- again revived 
arguments on the authenticity of the 
wideiy accepted belief that the' Me- 
morial Mansion is really the last 
capital. "While Danville has for years 
revered and cherished the spot, even 
to the extent of. acquiring the wooded 
tract and its dignified 
brownstone 
mansioli.it has not held the field alone. 
There 
are 
other southern 
towns 
which proclaim with equal fervor that 
it -vyas there are tnat the final offices 
of the then President Jefferson Davis 
whose birthday was regarded in 'Vir- 
ginia yesterday as a state holiday, 
were performed. Among these towns 
is Abbeville, S. C., where it is claim, 
ed that Davis went.from Danville and 
where, it is claimed by Abb.evillians 
that he disposed of Confederate bul- 
lion by sinking' it fn the Savannah 
river.

There seems to be no authentic 


record, however of this but it'is. an 
established fact that on Ajiril I'Jth, 
1865 
Jefferson Davis did, -while'. in 
Danville, first learn of the surrender 
and that his last session with the 
members of his cabinet was held here. 
It is also true, however that Presi- 
dent Davis' executive" offices were -not 
on the Memorial Mansion grounds 
but on Wilson street in the old. Anne 
Benedict house which has long since 
been torn down. It was on Wilson 
street where he heard the news of the 
surrender and where during-his. seven 
day stay, in Danville he made his busi- 
ness headquarters. It, Is also true that 
President Davis was taken into the 
home of Major W. T. Sutherlin and 
that he ate and slept in ths mansion 
now known as the Memorial Mansion 
and revered as the "last capital." 


'Whether it is actually the last capi- 
tal depends on what constitutes a 
capital—the house where President 
Davis was. entertained or ^the house 
in which- he established his business 
headquarters and from which he con- 
ducted affairs of state. 
- 
Authority for these statements is 
not purely on 'hearsay, but is• to be 
found in a .volume, so far as;known, 
the only one in existence,-and'--which 
for years was treasured by a Danville 
family. This volume-whichi'bears-the 
title of "Sketch Book of DariviUe'V'is 
understood to have been published by 
a man name'd Pollock who-came to 
Danville for the purpose. The book 
gives tlie earlier history of Danville, 
tells of its commercial enterprise 'anff 
was libsrally patronized by Danville- 
merchants. • It is written in. eulogistic 
vein and depicts in some detail many 
of the important happenings which 
;ook place in this city. The first few 
pages are missing, however, and there 
is nothing by-which,the writer can be 
distinguished, - neither its ;ther,e ,• cUed 
'authority - for 
the" historical \facts 
which he set" down. .Tfiat-IsSctiaitJbl 
the book which relates, to .the arrival 
of President Davis in Danville: is':also 
not entirely complete. There is one 
page missing which evidently; told, of 
the 
precise' circumstances - under 


.which President Davis came to" Dan- 
ville. There is however considerable 
detail, there being ten pages which 
treat with the Confederate Presi- 
dent's stay here. 
•-It is certainly 
definite that the 
writer of the hook hever'tor one mo- 
ment considered, that the Memorial 
Mansion was the'last capital of the 
JConfederacy and it inust be remem- 
bered that he got his information 
when the Civil war was fresh history. 
That building is depicted merely as 
one of the handsome Danville resi- 
dences of that. day. A small wood-

Rosa Neal of this city who 
was a girl at the time Mr. Davis came 
to Danville/recalls clearly to this day 
seeing Mr. Davis walking from the 
Sutherlin Mansion to his. offices on 
Wilson street. Mrs.- Neal then lived 
in the house now known ' as :the 
Canada House and she remembers 
sitting on the steps^and seeing the 
grey clad ascetic figure walking down 
Main street and turning down Jeffer- 
son on his way to his office.

Neal also has lived in. Abbe- 


ville, S. C., arid it was while there 
many years,ago that she was amazed 
to learn that the' claim was made in 
that city' that a house in which -Mr. 
Davis stayed was-considered the last

was never preserved is not explained 
unless the reason lies in the fact that 
20 years after the close of the Civil 
war—-as in the case of the European!

causes to look .to the future. 
The 
Benedict ,house, stood .where 
now

-proximately1- 20--years ago-- arid so'tfar: 
as can-be learned no'effort :was made 
to stay .the hand of the wreclcer.

Ajnong the living who recall Jef- 
ferson Davis and his activities -on 
Wilson street is .Sart Grasty, colored, 
courthouse janitor whose mind ap- 
.narently is clear despite his weight 
of years. He declares that he -well 
remembers the. week's visit of. Presi- 
dent Davis for at that time he -was a 
retainer in the Grasty household op- 
posite the Wilson street Confederate 
offices. Sart says that he recalls-see- 
ing Mr.. Davis every day proceeding 
to and from his offices usually ac- 
companied by a small guard. He also 
remembers well the sentry ..post .which 
was maintained around the Wilson 
street -Confederate, office during -Mr. 
Davis' stay .here. 


Fire Chief Thinks 
Fire Escape Should 
Be Put On Temple 


In a conversation with Fire Chief 


Lewis Mitchell, it was developed^ to- 
day that he is of the oj>inioiv that an 
outside fltte escape should be placed, 
on the Mastfnlc Temple also that he 
has given a good deal of considera- 
tion to this matter since the building 
was'put up. ' The fire chief, however, 
has never been asked to give an', offi- 
cial opinion as to the necessity of 
emergenby exits but he is prepared to 
set them forth should he be called 
into consideration. Many of the city 
firemen who in viewing any building 
naturally turn to the fire risk and the 
hazard of human lives are inclined to 
agree with "him. 
Chief Mitchell while not inclined to 
believe that the temple could not be 
destroyed by fire feels that should at 
any time a fire develop in the base- 
ment no- matter how insignificant it 
might be the smoke would naturally 
be drawn through the elevator, shafts^ 
and if permeating the 'upper 
floors 
might result in sufficient alarm to 
create a hasty descent, by the stair- 
ways which could in a well defined 
degree of danger become choked. 
Under the city ordinance the fire 


chief is •mentioned as one of the three 
authorities whose views on the sub- 
ject would carry -weight. 
. 
'Fire Chief Mitchell has investigat- 


ed all of the city schools and it is 
probable that he will make recom- 
mendations to '"be carried eut before 
the next session. One is for a fire es- 
cape on the Holbrook street colored 
schooliand the other is at.the Grove 
street high school where, he states, 
there is no fire ^escape from the top 
floor of the new wing though on the 
first two 'floors there are fire ladders. 
Generally speaking-the schools are 
gafe'ahd present no serious risk. He 
believes that Rison Park school is the 
safest of them all.

In addition at least half as 
raany more attend school and work 
part time. This is particularly true of 
ambitious high school boys even from 
what are called good families, and 
many boys from poorer homes -also 
work part time while they are in the 
grade schools. In most sertions of the 
country State laws prevent boys from 
working earlier than 14 years of age 
and there is a tendency on the part of 
social workers to push this age to 1G 
years. In most states boys who work 
between 14 and 16 do so upon work- 
certificates and are obliged'to continue 
some educational work.

CONFEDEEACY 


If some ef the citizens who 


have so much sentiment at- 
tached to the Sntherlin Man- 
siojf desire rfto preserve the 
last capitol of the Confeder- 
acy it appears, that they will 
now have to go to South Car- 
olina. Some of these citizens 
have* moved to Danville but 
it is a certainty that a num- 
ber of them were living in 
Danville or nearby when one 
ofthe last capitols of the 
Confederacy was razed to the 
ground on Wilson street and 
cheap tenement houses erect- 
ed. Sentiment is not some- 
thing that is born over night 
but in the case of preventing 
Danville from having a free 
public library it seems to have 
been formed on the last min- 
ute of the eleventh hour. 


In what appears to be 


largely a personal fight the 
future tactics of the opposi- 
tion to Danville having a free 
public library will be watch- 
ed with interest. Since '' sen- 
timent" was born over nigEt, 
most probably some new idea 
will be given "birth tonight. 
Danville owes to its children 
better school facilities and 
one of the most important 
links in the educational sys- 
tem is a free public library at 
the disposal of these children. 
We fail to understand how 
some of the advocates of the 
$350,000 bond issue for the 
schools can be opposed to the 
generous offer of giving to 
Danville a modern library 
with the latest equipment and 
the books from the present 
library, which is a school it- 
self.

•were Virinla, 78, Florida, 87; Califor- 
nia, 93; and Arizona. 92 per cent. 
"Reports Indicate that 98 per cent. 


of the cotton acreage In North Caro- 
lina was fertilized, which is above the 
usual average. 
The amount used per 
acre averaged 445 pounds ^thls year 
as compared with 406 pounds last 
year. 
This was a much higher grade 


of fertilizer, than farmers usually., buy 
for cotton, and cost, on an average,
